MADRID, Sept. 19.—()—The gov- 
ernment was confident tonight it had 
disclosed a plot of enormous propor- 
tions to overthrow the Spanish repub- 
lie and establish a “proletarian state” 
by.means of a revolution more bloody 
than the recent abortive uprising in 
Austria. 

Wholesale murder of public officials, 
terrorism throughout the country, cap- 
ture of government arms manufactur- 
ing plants at Oviedo and Trubia and 
co-operation of leftist elements of the 
air force and army had been planned, 


according to information the govern- 
ment claimed to have obtained. 

Premier Ricardo Samper conferred 
with President Alcala Zamora at his 
home and announced afterward he 
was sure the leading plotters, social- 
ists and extremists, would be appre- 
hended promptly. 

Plans said to have been disclosed 
included a _ revolutionary general 


ike throughout Spain with a care-/| er 


fully.achemed campaign of sabotage, 
bombings and other terrorism. 
Pian of Revolt. 

Squads of machine-gunners were to 
have been designated for transporta- 
ting trucks to villages and towns, 
arousing the proletarian masses and 
massacreing the opposition, cutting 
communications, taking over banks, 
and assuming complete power. 

While the -ivil guards tonight con- 
tinued searching homes of known ex- 
tremist leaders for weapons, the pre- 
mier gave the president the details 
of the reported conspiracy to set up 
“a proletarian state and assured 
Zamora that the government was pre- 
pared for any emergency. 

Meanwhile, authorities went for- 
ward with their investigation of the 
plans of the conspirators which they 
said included wholesale massacre of 
government officials. 

A truckload of arms captured at 
dawn today and documents found in 
the possession of Francisco Ordonez, 
athletic coach at Madrid University, 
who was arrested on the university 
gave away the plot, 
authorities said, and created wide- 
apread alarm in government circles. 

Munitions Seized. 

In the truck seized were 54 cases 
of machine-gun bullets, 60 cases of 
rifle shelis, 300 rifle clips. 34 ma- 
chine-gun be!ta, five liquid flame ma- 
chines and three 14-millimeter guns 
capable of piercing armor plate.

GEORGE PROTESTS 
US, MANUFACTURE 
OF BRICK, BEDDING 


Existing Companies in 
Georgia Should Be Giv- 
en Relief Orders, Sena- 
tor Tells FERA.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Acting 
on complaints received from  wide- 
spread sections of Georgia, Senator 
Walter F. George today filed with the 
federal emergency relief administra- 
tion a vigorous protest against the 
proposed establishment of brick; mat- 
tress or other relief manufacturing 
plants in the state which may come in 
competition with local private indus- 
tries. 

The Georgia senator made it plain 
that he would strongly oppose any pol- 
icy on the part of the federal relief 
administration which called for the 
development of new manufacturing 
plants where existing facilities are 
adequate to produce relief needs. 

For the government to sponsor such 
plants, he declared, would work a 
great injustice on established private 
industries which already are being 
called upon to bear a large share of 
the relief burden by supplying taxes 
necessary to carry out the relief pro- 


am. 
Senator George said he had no ob- 
jection to the gelief administration 
setting up small ¢eanning factories to 


uted through regular relief agencies 
where no local plant facilities are 
available and where no unfair compe- 
tition is offered to existing industries, 
but he took vigorous exception to a 
policy extending beyond this. 

Brick Factories Planned, , 

Plans are in the making for setting 
up two relief agency brick factories in 
the southeast, it said. one in north- 
west Georgia and another in Alabama, 
while several mattress-producing or- 
ganizations are being sponsored by the 
FERA. 

Althougb the products of the plants 
will be used only in relief operations 
Senator George took the position that 
it would be unfair for the government 
to establish small factories of the kind 
when many private industries engag- 
ed in the same production are running 
on curtailed schedules and some of 
them in the hands of receivers. 

Officials here denied that they had 
given any orders for the setting up of 
the plants but said the local state re- 
lief agencies in Georgia, Alabama and 
other states had authority to do pretty 
much as they saw fit twith the fed- 
eral funds allotted them. They profess- 
ed to have no knowledge of any plans 
bearing on the subject by Miss Gay B. 
Shepperson, Georgia relief administra- 
tor, but a number of persons in the 
state wired Senator George professing 
concern lest such a program be under- 
taken extensively.

NAVY WILL STAGE 
NEXT MANEUVERS 
IN NORTH PACIFi 


Plan Viewed as Move To 
Buttress Alaskan Door- 
way to U. S. From Asia 
and Orient. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—A)— 
The navy, in another move to buttress 
the Alaskan doorway into the United 
States, arranged today to stage war 
games in the northern Pacific next 
summer under conditions simulating 
an actual attack on the west coast. 


No mention was made of any ori- 
ental or Asiatic power in announcing 
the plan. Both army and navy offi- 
cials, however, have manifested more 
interest in Alaska in recent months 
than in years past. 

Secretary Swanson told reporters 
next summer’s tactics would embrace 
the entire triangle pointed by Alaska, 
Hawaii and Puget Sound, Washing- 
ton. The exercises, he said, would 
“simulate war as much as possible,” 
adding that the navy planned to be 
prepared for any attack should it be 
necessary. 

Navy Policy. 

Swanson meticulously refrained 
from linking the navy’s recent inter- 
est in Alaskan waters with the current 
move. He said merely that the ma- 
neuvers would be “in line with the 
navy's policy of holding fleet problems 
and fleet concentrations in the various 
areas contiguous to American territo- 
rial waters.” 

Previously he had pronounced the 
recent movement of the submarines 
and airplanes to Dutch harbor as “rou- 
tine.” This also was said of the 
flight of 10 army bombers to the 
northern territory several weeks ago. 

These operations, nevertheless, have 
brought persistent rumors that the 
United States might establish a naval 
base in Alaska. At the same time 
they drew expressions of concern from 
Japan. Japanese intimations have 
been that the setting up of an Alaskan 
naval base would prompt construction 
of a northern base by Japan. 

Dutch Harbor Operations. . 
Describing the recent. submarine op- 
erations around Dutch harbor as a 
very satisfactory experiment, Swanson 
said he had not had any report on 
the harbor’s potentiality as a subma- 
rine base. The submarines that made 
the Alaskan trip, returning by way 
of Hawaii, arrived today at San 
Diego. 

Even before Japan had made known 
her intention of possibly tossing aside 
the Washington naval treaty and ex- 
isting naval ratios, Swanson had said

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 19.—(4)—. 
With thousands scurrying to escape 
its fury, a lion tore through his 
wagon cage today, threw a circus 
parade into panic and brought down 
two horses before he was trapped and 
killed by high-powered rifles, 

Cries of terror came from speeta- 
tors of the Hagenbeck-Wallace circus 
parade through Richmond's main 
thoroughfares, as the lion, in high 
rage, clawed down the door of his 
cage. 

The beast—one of those being 
trained by Clyde Beatty for his cir- 
cus act—stood hewildered for a mo- 
ment in the street, amid the chaotic 
crowds. : 

Then he reared up, crouched again 
and sprang for the throat of tue lead 
horse of a circus wagon. Cracking 
whips of the drivers drove him off 
the horse a moment later, but after 
feinting first toward one side of the 
street and then toward the other, he 
turned back and seized a second horse, 
pulling it down and apparently sink- 
ing his fangs into its neck. 

At this point Patrolman James 
Richard Paul arrived on the scene 
and daring the hoofs of the startled 
horses as well as a possible attack 
from the lion he emptied his revolver 
at the animal. Ir an instant the 
beast was ‘converted into a roaring 
jungle terror, galloping down the 
street dragging a wounded leg and 
causing new terror to the spectators 
who had been heid by curiosity after 
retreating to what had seemed a safe 
distance, 

After a run of a hundred yards the 
lion left the boulevard, loping across 
an open lot and dropping down at 
the foot of a tree adjacent to the 
Hankins-Johnson sheet metal works. 
While C. O. Hankins and Miss Edna 


Powell watched from an office win- 
dow of the metal works, the beast 
was aroused into new activity by 
shots fired from police revolvers. He 
leaped through a door of the shop, 
routing four workmen who were on 
the inside anc was at once trapped as 
circus employes and police closed all 
doors and braced them. 

Curiosity overcame fear as hun- 
dreds of persons crowded around the 
building, disregarding police warnings 
and hampering. the efforts of circus 
employes who held up a strip of can- 
vas to form a runway into which 
the lion might be forced and eventu- 
ally put back in his cage. 

Fearful that someone might be in- 
jured; an order was given to shoot 
the animal and a door was cautiously 
opened while Earl Lindsey, . circus 
auditor, fired four shots from a high- 
powered rifle. Three shots took effect 
in the beast’s neck, it was learned 
later, but he still was alive when 
Marvin Kramer, one of his keepers, 
borrowed a policeman’s revolver, en- 
tered the building and approached 
closely to fire the finishing shot into 
his head. 

The net results of the “hunt” were 
one spectator, John Kelly, slightly 
wounded in the forearm by a flying 
bullet; one young lion, highly prized 
by. Beatty, dead, and hundreds of 
persons almost equally frightened and 
thrilled. : 

Meanwhile the circus parade had 
p in regular order. The lion's 
escape was made from the first ani- 
mal cage in the caravan when it had 
moved only a few blocks from the 
circus grounds and crowds lining 
streets farther toward the downtown 
section had no indication that any- 
thing .out of the ordinary had hap- 
pened. 


TOBACCO MARKET 
IS OPENED NN. 


Exchange for Futures 


Trading Launched With 
Colorful Ceremonies. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—(4)—A 
market for futures trading in Ameri- 
ca’s third largest cash crop, tobacco, 
was formally opened today with col- 
orful ceremonies on the floor of the 
New York Tobacco Exchange. 

After speeches by John W. Hanes, 
president of the exchange, city offi- 
cials and others, the gong signalling 
the start of trading was sounded 
promptly. at noon. 

After an excited exchange of bids 
and offers by brokers who assembled 
around an oval trading pit in the cen- 
ter of the floor, a contract calling for 
January delivery of 10,000 pounds, 
United States flue cured, type 12-B- 
4 F tobacco, was purchased at 29 cents 
a pound. The brokers figuring in the 
initial transaction were James Eblen 
who sold to Joseph Bernard. 

In rapid order, the remaining seven 
months’ deliveries at present dealt in 
were posted on the huge blackboard 
and opening bids and offers recorded 
by a “board boy” receiving quotations 
from a dignitary standing on the plat- 
form just above the trading pit. 

Most. of the brokers are members 
of other commodity exchanges and 
well versed in the procedure of hand 
signaling and the peculiar language 
employed in trading, although a few 
were newcomers and along with some 
of the exchange attendants had trou- 
ble in following the more experienced 
traders, especially those who have long 
been accustomed to the rapid-fire 
trading of the cotton exchange. 
Within a few minutes, however, all 
was working smoothly and trading 
proceeded in routine fashion the re- 
maining three hours. 

Initial Tornover Pleasing. 

While the by-laws of the exchange 
prohibit announcement of the number 
of contracts changing hands in a sin-

RIDE-ROB BANDITS 
TAKE CAR AND $50 


B. F. Smith, 50, Driven 


“Near Airport and Left 


Tied to Tree for 2 Hours. 


While waiting for his wife in his 
automobile in front of the First Meth- 
odist.church, at Peachtree and Ivy 
streets, shortly after dark Wednesday 
night, B. F. Smith, 50, employe of the 
L. & N. Railroad at Tate, Ga., was 
abducted by two white “ride and rob” 
bandits, taken for a ride and left tied 
to a tree in a secluded spot back of 
Candler field on the outskirts of Hape- 
ville. His cries were heard by a small 


negro boy who led Hapeville Chief of 
Police L. M. Moseley and Patrolman 
W. F. Morris to the spot where they 
untied Smith, whose wrists were cut 
and swollen from his two-hour attempt 
to free himself. 

The bandits robbed him of approxi- 
mately $50 after they had forced him 
to drive through Atlanta and Hape- 
ville to the spot where a week ago 
two bandits took another victim. They 
also took a gold watch which Smith's 
father had given him and on which 
was engraved a Masonic emblem. 
Smith told the bandit that the watch 
was a gift from his father and they 
returned it, saying that they wouldn't 
enjoy their gains from it knowing that 
they had deprived him of a keepsake. 

Smith told police that he was un- 
able to get a good view of his abduc- 
tors, as the one who held the. gun in 
his side during the long ride kept tell- 
ing him to keep his face to the front 
or he would fill him full of holes, 

The bandits were bareheaded and 
well. dressed, Smith said, and were 
calm and collected from the moment 
they approached his car in Atlanta, 
one on either side, until they left him 
— spot in the woods near Hape- 
ville. 

The bandits drove off in Smith's 
automobile which was a black coach

6,000 gallons of 
whisky mash and a __ high-pressure 
pump electrically operated, 

Aside from the main still, which had 
a capacity of 500 gallons, two other 
50-gallon stills also were seized. 
three stills were made of the finest 
copper and the mash also was con- 
tained in copper barrels. 

The plant was lecated about four 
miles from Peachtree road, near Back- 
head, and was situated about 200 
yards off the road on top of a hill. 
Among the buildings which housed the 


stored the alcohol, the high-powered 
pump and the finished product. An- 
other building near-by contained the 
cooler, the stills and the mash. 

A trim bungalow, newly painted, 
nestled between the two buildings and 
served as the home of Wood, depu- 
ties said. 

The deputies gained entrance 
through a ruse. Daries, upon enter- 
ing the yard, which led through a 
winding, unpaved road off the main 
read, shouted that two escaped con- 
victs were believed hiding near-by and 
asked Wood to come down and aid in 
the search. While Wood was com- 
pleting his d essing the officers located 
the still and the alcohol. When Wood 
entered the yard, he was immediately 
placed under arrest and taken to Fal- 
ton tower.

Hitler To Fight Attempt 
To Set Up Churches In- 
dependently. 


BERLIN, Sept. 19.—(4)—The Ger- 
man government has decided to fight 
relentlessly any effort to establish 
churches independent of the state. 

Simultaneously, Reichsbishop Lud- 
wig Mueller, head of the official Ger- 
man Protestant church, demanded at 
Hanover that oppostion pastors be- 
come nazis or get out.

It was learned, also, that the reich 
ministry of the interor is preparing 
legislation under which resignations 
from church memberships during the 
next three years will be prohibited. 

This would mean that opponents of 
Mueller and his official church would 
have to stay within the nazi church 
ranks whethér they liked it or not.

Sale of Hurt Building 
Authorized by Court 


Sale of the Hurt building under 
foreclosure proceedings brought by 
Atlanta Trust Company, as trustee 
for the bondholders, will take place

"IS RULED LEGAL 


Maryland Case First in 
Court in East Under Re- 
cent Congress Act. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 19.—(/)— 
United States District Judge W. Cal- 
vin Chesnut today declared the farm 
mortgage moratorium amendment to 
the national bankruptcy act unconsti- 
tutional in that its five-year clause 
discriminates against mortgage credi- 
tors in favor of bankrupt .farmers. | 

Judge Chesnut's finding, included 
in an opinion filed in federal court 
here this afternoon, was based largely 
upon the following two points which 
he stressed : 

(1 The amendment removes the 
pretection which the laws of each 
state give a contracting creditor and 
doubles the protection given farmer- 
debtor—thereby tending to confiscate 
the property of the creditor in an ef- 
fort d save the farm of the debtors. 

(2) The amendment tends to super- 
sede the right retained by each indi- 
vidual state in the operation of its 
courts and to abrogate contracts legal- 
ly entered into and, in the case at 
hand, consummated. 


Judge Chesnut made his declara- 
tion in dismissing itions filed by 
William W. Bradford, Belair (Md.) 
farmer, and Charles Compton, 
Carroll county farmer, who sought 
atays to prevent mortgage foreclosure 
proceedings under the moratorium 
amendment. 

The Bradford case was the first to 
have been brought to court in this 
section under the Frazier-Lemke act, 
passed by congress last June. A sim- 
ilar case is pending in federal court 
in Louisville, Ky. 

The avowed purpose of the act was 
to allow debt-pressed farmers to keep 
and operate farms. According to its 
provision a farmer who is in arrears 
in mortgage interest and principal 
payments, and who is about to be fore- 
closed, may first get an extension of 
six months from federal court in or- 
der that he may make a proposition 
to his creditors. During that period 
no interest on the debt is charged. If 
the mortgage holder and other cred- 
itors do not agree to the proposition, 
the farmer may then petition the court 
for a five-year stay of foreclosure. 
During that time he stays on the 
farm, which, under the terms of the 
mortgage contract, would have gone 
to the high bidder at the foreclosure 
sale in order to satisfy the overdue 
debt—and pays the mortgage holder 
a rental which the court sets. 

In the Brandon case the farm al- 
ready had been sold by the mortgage 
hoider and the purchaser desired pos- 
session of the property.

supervision of the state sani- 
tary engipeers working under the 
CWA and FRRA programs in co-op- 
eration with the United States public 
health service, the report said. 
Disease Prevention. 

Tubercular work has also made rap- 
id advancement during the six-month 
period. Instead of holding clinics in 
about 50 counties as was previously 
the limit, the whole state is being cov- 
ered with the exception of six of 
the larger counties that maintain tu- 
berculosis control work. 

In the child hecith project, tuber- 
culosis nurses have made a total of 
approximately 10.000 visits to pa- 
tients; 4,312 vists to actual cases 

of tuberculosia, and 1.209 to indi- 
viduals suspected ot having the dis- 
ease; 4.455 visits were made to con- 
tacts; 1,479 to physicians, and 1,235 
to relief offices, social agencies, mak- 
ing a total of 12,707 visits made in 
this work during the first six-month 
period of this year. 

A total of 24.552 cases of measles 
for this period were included in the 
report, which greatly exceeded the 
number of cases during any year 
sitice the establishment ef morbidity 
reporting. 

Death Rate Lower. 

The death rate for typhold fever in 
1933 was lower than for any year 
within the kistory of the health de- 
partment, and it is believed there will 
be no appreciable increase this year. 
During the six-month period this 
year there has been a slight de- 
crease in the number of cases of 
typhoid as shown ,with 336 cases re-

Proclalming military training the 
most important phase of education, 
the Mussolini pronunciamento in- 
structs that in future “boys from 
the time they are eight years old 
until they are called to arms at 21 
will be prepared spiritually, physi- 
cally and militarily” in order that 
“when they enter the armed forces 
they can dedicate themselves to 
warlike professional and special- 
ized training in arms.” ' 

The announced objective of the 
new progtam of intensified compul- 
sory military training is “to give 
boys a passion for military life“ 
that will insure the formation of 
an armed nation. 

A strange national policy, this, 
at a time when the world, still stag- 
gering under the burdens imposed 
by war, is earnestly seeking to find 
some way in which permanent 
peace among nations can be as- 
sured. Nor is it in keeping with 
the principles of the League of Na- 
tions covenant, of which Italy is a 
signatory. 

There has never been a time in 
history when a nation armed to the 
teeth has not proven a stumbling 
block to peace. Sooner or later 
such a nation, confident of its abil- 
ity to conquer, clashes with a 
neighboring people and bloodshed 
and destruction follow.

THE NEW YORK LOTTERY. 

It was to be expected that the 
proposed lottery, devised to enable 
the New York city government to 
raise money to care for the city’s 
needy during the coming winter, 
would be greeted with a storm of 
protest. Already, it is reported, 
that several civic groups are con- 
sidering methods by which the mu- 
nicipal government can be prevent- 
ed from going ahead with the plan. 

In expectation of such. moves, 
the measure passed by the New 
York board of aldermen and the 
board of estimate avoids designat- 
ing the plan as a lottery. Instead 
it is termed an association“ in 


‘for $2.50. Thus a sum which is 
in reality the price of a ticket in 
the lottery will, it is hoped, be 
viewed by the courts in the light 
of membership dues. Instead of 
the drawing being held to select 
prize winners, it will take the place 
of an election of officers, and those 
whose names are drawn will be 
given “salaries” identical in size 
with the prizes of the lottery. 

It is believed by New York city 
officials that from $12,000,000 to 
$15,000,000 revenue for the city 
can be obtained through the oper- 
ation of such lotteries. Much of 


this revenue would come from out- 
| side the city through the sale of 


bootlegged tickets in other states. 
With many millions of dollars being 
spent in the United States each year 
for chances in lotteries conducted 
in Europe and South America, a 
municipal lottery in New York 
would undoubtedly be liberally pat- 
ronized in every section of the 


country.

That huge lotteries are detri-

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Germans 
Oppressed. 

Seventy thousand Jews have filed 
from Germany since Hitler came to 
power. But one million Germans, 
mostly farmers, have been driven out 
of Upper Silesia, since that rich prov- 
ince was virtually handed over to Po- 
land at the peace conference by men, 
of whom one at least, Mr. Lloyd 
George, admitted, that he thought Si- 
lesia was Cilicia, a Turkish province 
in Asia Minor. The Jews in Germany 
and the Germans in Upper Silesia left 
for the same reason; terror and op- 
pression. It is not that the Poles hate 
the Germans. They don't. On the 
whole the Peles admire the Germans. 
The secret of Poland’s cruel treat- 
ment of the German minority can be 
plainly discerned in a speech held by 
a well-known Polish politician, Stan- 
islas Grabski, in full session of par- 
liament. “We are going to build our 
relations with the national minorities 
in Poland,” be said, on the principle 
of brotherly love. But love for your 
own countrymen is a different thing 
than love for strangers. 

The percentage of strangers in our 
country is too large. But there is a 
way in which that percentage can be 
brought down from 20 to one and a 
half. Foreign elements in Poland will 
have to look around and see if they 
can't find another home somewhere 
else. The Polish land belongs exclu- 
sively to Poles!” This means that 
Germans, Ukrainians, White Russians, 
Slovaks, Ruthenians, Carpatho-Rus- 
sians, Jews, by far the greatest ma- 
— of the inhabitants of the Polish 
republic are considered as strangers 
simply because the peace conference 
handed over the land on which they 
dwelled to the newly-created Polish 
state. You and your ancestors live 
for centuries on a piece of land. All 
at once, at the end of the war that 
piece of land falls under the laws of 
a new state and you are told that you 
are an undesirable foreigner. he 
new state begins a campaign of mo- 
lestation, which gradually degenerates 
into persecution and you are forced 


to flee from your home, your milieu, 


the land of your fathers.

Minority 
Rights. 


Of course the same peace confer- 
ence attributed certain rights to na- 
tional minorities. Their property, their 
language, their religion and customs 
are to be respected. But the peace 
conference disbanded 14 years ago and 
all the complaints addressed to the 
League of Nations by the minorities 
have remained uneffective. In Upper 
Silesia, the Polish government first 
destroyed the communal (not com- 
munistic) system of farming among 
the Germans. It suspended the op- 
eration of farmers’ banks and credit 
organizations which the Prussian 
farmers had founded in the years be- 
fore the war. ‘Taxes were raised to 
impossible heights. Thousands and 
thousands of farms were simply ex- 
propriated. German farmers looked 
ow helplessly as the new government 
systematically ruined them, And ruin- 
ed them on purpose. 

With all this went a reign of ter- 
ror. Tens of thousands were arrested. 
German societies were declared sub- 
versive and the leaders accused of high 
treason. In every expropriated Ger- 
man farm. a Polish ettler was in- 
stalled. Every home vacated by the 
terror-stricken German peasants was 
quickly seized for-a Polish newcomer. 
Six thousand big farms were expro- 
priated in the course of 1927 alone. 
Ridiculous small sums were paid in 
compensation. In addition 3,964 set- 
tlers were ruined the same year by 
the seizure of their goods without com- 
pensation. The worst fared the Ger- 
mans who had dared to vote in favor 
of Germany at their farcical plebis- 
cite, for which the Poles introduced 
a few hundred thousand demobilized 
soldiers into Upper Silesia. 

These Germans were shown no 
mercy at all. Accused of treason, of 
subversive action, of hostility against 
the government, tens of thousands of 
them were thrown in jail and treated 
in the most brutal manner imaginable. 
There were attempts on the parts of 
the Polish government to pacify the 
Germans. On one such occasion, dur- 
ing one pacification campaign, 150 
German farm houses went up in 
flames in one day. “We are 
living in the Middle Ages,” a Ger- 
man pastor in Upper Silesia told me, 
we are deprived of our most elemen- 
tary human rights. We have nobody 
to speak up for us. It is hell on 
earth, without hope of improvement.”

Walter Roe, the north Georgia 
negro whose case figured prominent- 
ly in the recent gubernatorial cam- 
yaign, went back to the chain gang 
Vednesday, being assigned to a high- 
way crew in Heard county. Roe is 
to serve the balance of a 20-year 
sentence. He had served only seven 
weeks when he escaped in September 
last year. 

The negro was tried and convicted 
of assault on a white woman in Bar- 
tow county in. 1932 and sentenced 
to death. After Governor Richard 
B. Russell Jr. and Governor Eugene 
Talmadge declined to commute his 
sentence he was granted a new trial 
by Judge Claude C. Pittman, of Car- 
tersville, who later became one of 
the chief executive's two opponents 
for re-election. Judge Pittman ac- 
cepted the negro’s plea of guilty to a 
charge of assault with intent to rape 
and gave him a 20-year sentence, from 
which he escaped shortly afterward, 
Judge Pittman's handling of the case 
was criticized by the governor and 
his supporters during the campaign. 

Roe was captured near Dalton two 
weeks ago after he had frightened 
a woman, He has been held since 
in the Fulton tower. He was taken 
to Heard county Wednesday by H.

On each of the four sides of the 
palace there is a flight of marble 
steps, by which you go up from the 
level of the ground to the wall around 
the building. 

„The grand hall is very long and 
wide, and dinners can be served there 
to a throng of people. The sides are 
ornamented with gilt dragons and fig-

“Not far from the palace is a mound 
of earth fully 300 feet high, and a 
mile around at the base. It is clothed 
with the most beautiful evergreen 
trees. Whenever the grand khan 
hears of a handsome tree, 22 in 
any place, he causes it to dug up, 
with all its roots and the earth about 
them. No matter how large and heavy 
it is, he has it taken by means of 
elephants to this mound; and adds it 
to his collection,” 

The traveler goes on to tell about 
a man-made lake not far from the 
mound. The lake was kept fresh by 
streams flowing in and out of it. and 
was stocked with many kinds of fish. 
These fish were used, from time to 
time, to supply food for the royal 
table, | 

Perhaps most interesting is what 
Marco Polo had to say about the 
hunting habits of Kublai Khan. 

“The grand khan,” he declared. has 
many leopards and lynzes kept for 
the purpose of chasing deer. He also 
has many lions which seize bears, wild

“The-grand khan has eagles, also, 
which are trained to swoop down on 
wolres.. Such is their size and 
strength that no wolf, however large, 
can escape from their talons.”

“My Faith Looks Up to Thee,” a 
hymn written over 100 years ago by 
a minister of the American Congre- 
gational church, Ray Palmer, with 
musical setting by Lowell Mason, 
American composer. This hymn is 
said to be the best known in other 
countries of iny American hymn. . 

“My Faith Looks Up to Thee“ is 
often cited as a notable example of 
perfect accord between text and, tune. 
The stanzas were the expression of a 
vision of faith experienced by a youn 
man just out. of college and almos 
at the threshold of entrance on his 
life work when halted by ill health 
and threatened loss of sight. ~~ 

Ray Palmer, born in Little Comp- 
ton, Rhode Island, in 1808, graduated 
from Yale in 1830, and went to New 
York to seek a post as teacher that 
he might put himself through his 
preparation for the ministry. Lonely 
and discouraged, he was in his room 
one evening engaged in the transla- 
tion of a German religious poem, when 
in his meditation there came to him 
a vision in which, as he described it, 
“Christ in the riches.of his grace and 
love was so vividly apprehended as to 
fill the soul with deep emotion.” In 
that hour the stanzas were written, 
with no thought of other eyes than 
his own to see, nor of producing a 
hymn for religious worship. The man- 
uscript was then folded carefully 
away in his pocketbook. Tow years 
later. in Boston, he was one day 
stopped on the street by Dr. Lowell 
Mason who asked him if he had not 
some hymn to contribute to a collec-

tion he and Thomas Hastings were 
soon to publish. The young man drew 
from his pocket the verses he had 30 
long earried about with him. Mason 
was at once attracted. And the two. 
stepped togethér into a store to make 
a copy. On reaching home, Mason read 
the hymn over thoughtfully, and com- 
posed the lovely air, “Olivet,” with 
which it has ever since been asso- 
ciated. Shortly after its publication, 
a British clergyman traveling in 
America took it away with him for 
a hymnal he was to publish in Eng- 
land. It has since: been incorporated 
in almost every known collection in 
coun- 
tries and used at all missionary sta- 
tions. It has been translated into Chi- 
nese, Arabic; Tamil and other lan- 
guages. 

The words of the hymn are as fol- 
lows: 

My faith looks up to Thee, 

Thou Lamb of Calvary, 

Saviour divine! 

Now hear me while I pray; 

Take all my fears away: 

0, let me from this day 

Be wholly Thine. 


May Thy rich grace impart 

Strength to my fainting heart, 
My seal inspire: 

As Thou hast died for me, 

© may my lore to Thee 

Pure, warm and changeless be, 
A living fire. 


While life's dark maze J tread, 
And griefs around me spread, 
Be Thou my guide; 
Bid darkness turn to day: 
Wipe sorrow's tears away;

THE SYSTEM I PLAY. 
Before me is a letter from a bridge 
enthusiast asking me to tell him the 
secret of winning tournaments. That 
is quite a compliment as it infers that 
I have won some success in the du- 


plicate field. In answer, I will saw 
that what little success I have had at 
| duplicate I attribute to two factors, | 
getting good partners 
tem I use. 

In one of the first bridge articles 
I wrote for this paper, I stressed the 
point that if you want to win tour- 
naments you must get good partners. 
Now as to the system. 

There is nothing complicated about 
it. To me it is one of the easiest 
and simplest systems I ever played, 
and I have. played practically every 
well-known system. It is not my in- 
vention. I wish it was. It is the 
system that Schenken, Burnstine, Wat- 
son and practically all the star per- 
formers of the metropolitan district 
play. It is called the “one over one, 
Now, if a system is good enough for 
such stars as those and has been found 
successful in the toughest of — 
tition, I figure it is good enough for 
me 


In the past few months I have play- 
ed this system with many different 
partners. With partners who played 
other systems. In each instance, not 
over 10 minutes explanation was re- 


quired. 
Players Like It. 

I consider Mrs. Lewis Hamilton 
one of the few people in Atlanta who 
knows the Sims system. After play- 
ing with me in a tournament in which 
we used the “one over one,” she ad- 
mitted that it was the easiest system 
she had ever played, and got one into 
less trouble. This from a Sims play- 
ers was praise, indeed. 
Mrs. William Derry. sister unto 
Billy Barrett and a devoted Sims fol- 
lower, played with me in one of the 
tournaments in which Sims competed 
while here and we used this system 
and although never having played to- 
gether in a duplicate tournament 
fore we wo @ by a neat margin. After 
the play was over she said, as did 
Mrs. Hamilton, that it was a fine 
system. 

Even John Hardisty, who probably 
never read a bridge book in his life, 
was enthusiastic over it after we had 
layed it in the southeastern pair at 
Miami.

Your notrump opening is large irre- 
spective of vulnerability. By large, I 
mean from three and a half to four 
and a half tricks. Notrump is to be 
avoided if you can bid a suit. The ap- 
proach bidding can work better if 
you open low. 

Your. opening two bid is a power- 
house and guarantees game in your 
hand. An original three and four bid 
is simply a shutout bid. 


The Responses. 


If my partner opens in the first 
or second seat with one in a suit and 
I respond with one in a higher rank- 
ing suit that is a foree for him to 
keep the bidding open for one round. 
For example, opening bidder calls one 
elnb. I bid one heart. That is a one 
over one” and he must make some re- 
sponse. If he has a minimum bid he 
either rebids his suit or calls one no- 
trump. 

With this sign-off from him, I must 
then force on the next round if I 
wish to keep the bidding open. If I 
have but a minimum overcall I am 4 
liberty to pass. Nothing complicated 
in that. 

Now if my partner has passed and 
I open in the third or fourth posi- 
tion and he gives me a one over 
one bid I am at liberty to drop 
that. The commonsense of this is that 
he has had an opportunity to open the 
bidding. He passed. He now gives me 
a simple overcall. He cannot have 
much. Consequently if I have opened 
on a light hand I drop him like a 
hot brick. We play the hand at a low 
contract. No fear that he has passed 
a big hand and I must keep it open.
